REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Board of Library Trustees hereby respectfully 
submits their sixth annual report. 

At the beginning of the year the Board was organized 
by the choice of J. P. Newell as chairman and_ treasurer 
and Mrs. Jennie F’, Center as librarian and secretary. 

The library has been open as usual every Saturday 
afternoon from three ’till five o’clock, for giving out and 
receiving books. Since the last report thirty-nine volumes 
have been added to the library by the trustees and thirty 
volumes costing $25, by the Ladies’ Social Circle. The 
whole number of volumes in the library at the present time 
is 858. <A goodly number of the new books have been 
selected with reference to the wants of our young people 
and the hope is entertained that they will, while young, 
acquire the excellent habit of reading good and instructive 
books, a habit which, when once thoroughly fixed, will go 
with then through life and be to them a source of constant 
pleasure as well as improvement and give to them added 
power and influence in whatever situation they may be 
placed. 

A year ago an arrangement was made with the state 
librarian, by which books.from the stite library might be 
loaned to citizens of Litchfield. As yet we have not taken 
advantage of the state’s offer, but this year we propose todo 
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“so as we think such an arrangement will add essentially to 
the usefulness of the library. The library has been well 
patronized during the past year and many of our citizens 
have availed themselves of the advantages it offers. Others 
still might wisely follow their example, for the prosperity, 
standing, and real wealth of any community are measured 
largely by the general intelligence of the people. The 
number of volumes loaned during the year is 1136. 

While it will be the purpose of the trustees to place in 
the library the best works of fiction as they are published, 
yet it seems more and more desirable to place there also 
books of history, biography and travel, with a few elementary 
works of practical science. We wish our people, young 
and old, might read the introduction to a book recently 
added to the library, entitled «‘Great Books,” by Canon 
Farrar, for they will find there some excellent suggestions 


with regard to the habit of reading and the class of books to 
be read. 

3 We were much pleased that at the last town meeting a 
sum sufficient to pay for the services of our excellent and 
efficient librarian was appropriated from the town funds, 
leaving for the purchase of books the amount required to be 
raised by law. 

During the year the Century and Cosmopolitan Maga- 
zines have been donated to the library by the Ladies’ Social 
Circle, McClure’s Magazine by Mrs. Jennie F. Center, The 
Granite State Monthly by Mr. Waldo Goodspeed, The 
Review of Reviews by J. P. Newell and a book entitled 
‘+ The Hobblehoy ” be Mrs. Belle C. Greene.
